Hat ovr Daty to-Your Sacred Majelty, 
and Concern for our Country, make us 
refleé& with the vtmoft Deteftation, on 
the Tumults and Riots which have hap- 

pened in fome Places of Scotland, on putting in E- 

xecution the late A& impofing a Duty on Malt. 

That the Convention of Your Majefty’s Burrows, 
at the firft Appearances of thefe Diforders, did 
what lay in their Power to prevent them; and it 
was with peculiar Sorrow they heard, that any of 
the Burrows were the unhappy Scene of them. 

That as it has been, foit always will be our un- 
wearied Endeavour to a& on the Principles of Loy- 
alty to Your Maiefty and Your Proteftant Family. 
fent to us by the fpeciai and kind Providence of 
God, to fupport and maistaia our Liberties and 
Holy Religion; and therefore to difcover all the 
hid A&ts, or open Attempts of the Enemies to Your 
Majefty’s Adminiftration, and to our Sacred and 
Civil Rights, under whatever Mask they diiguife 
themfelves: 

That we ¢annot be more fully perfwaded of our 
own Firmnefs to Your Majefty’s Perfon, Family and

Antwerp, Feb. 18. We have received Advice from 
Oftend, That onthe rg5th Inft. about Noon, 5 of 
the Company’s Ships failed out of that Port, and 
anchored in the Road, in order to fail for the lu- 
dies: The Artillery and Chimes of the City having 
faluted them, they returned the Salute with Guns, 
Trumpets, Kettle-drums and Hunting horns.

A S tothe d ftreffed Condition of the Proteftants 

in Poland, we donot find that any Refolotions 
have been taken in the Congrefs of the Senators, 
for granting the Satisfaction demanded by the Pro- 
teftants, whofe Minifters have been acquainted, 
that they ought not to expect that the Affiir of 
Thora will be brought upon the Carpet, either ia 
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the Gouncil of Senators or in the future Genera} 
Diet of the States of Poland and Lithuania. 

Mean Time the Emperor feems as if he had no- 
thing more at Heart, than to have the Religious 
Grievances redrefled forthwith , but if the Czsrina 
had not been prevailed upon to recede from the Re- 
folutions fhe had taken to make ufe of her Arms, 
towards obtainivg a juft satisfaétion to the Prote- 
ftants; “tis very probable the Poles wotld before 
this Time been induced to accept of the Terms 
propofed for an amicable Accommodation. 

The Mufcovites talk big of their having a preat 
Fleet «at Sea next Spring, and againft a certain 
Northern Power in Alliance with them, bat what- 
ever Defigns they may have in View, it can hardly 
be thought they will put them upon a Tryal with us, 

Rochester, Feb. 11. Laft Wednefday Evening the 
Mayor and Citizens of this Place made an Boter- 
tainment at the Crown Tavern, for sir John Jen- 
nings, Admiral of the White, who Yefterday Mor- 
ning fet out for London, after having given the ne- 
ceflary DiteGions for the fpeedy fitting out the 
Squadron appointed for the Sea trom this Place, of 
which he is to be the Commander in Chief, and has 
made Choife of the Union, a 2d Rate of 90 Guns 
newly rebuilt, and Launched at Chatham laft 1 uef- 
day. They are in prodigious Hurry at Chatham. 
Dock, in completing thofe Ships, on which the 
Ship-wrights and Chaulkers work Day and Nighe. 
Laft Friday at four inthe Afternoon, very dread- 
ful Claps of Thunder and Lightning happened at 
Chatham, and that #Flahh of Lightning fell onthe 
Steeple Part of Wood at Frensbrough 2.Miles from 
Chatham, and fet it on Fire, and burnt it and en- 
dangered the Charch, it alfo fplit in Pieces, the 
moft of a Hulk, which isa very large Veflel in the 
Huchor, ufed for Rigging Ships of War, and burnt 
part of it likewife. 

The very feafonable Proclamation publithed laf 
Tvefday, bas already had fo good an Effect, that 2 
of the Gang of thefe Defperadoes, who had been fo 
Infolent as to robb inthe open Streets of London 
and Weftminfter, and to threaten to fhoot Mr. 
John’s High Conftable of Helburn Divilion, and 
the two Willifes, Couftadles of the Society for the 
Reformation of Manners, or any other, who fhould 
offer to feize them, were the Night: after taken in 
their Beds, and committed tothe Counter, and we 
hear one of them is turned Evidence and informer 
azainft the réft. 

On Touefday Night died Dr. Gardner, Store- 
keeper of the Small Arms in the Tower of London, 
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a Place of 300 L. per annum, rifing chiefly by the 
Privilege he had of fhewing the Armory, reckoned 
much the fiseft in the World, there being in one 
Room ouly, Arms for 100,000 Men, as bright as 
Silver.
